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SHARP  DROP  IN  RELIEF  ROLLS  SHOWN 


A further  decline  of  11,606  was  reported  in  the  number  of  persons  receiv- 
ing relief  during  the  week  ending  June  22,  1935,  the  largest  single  curtail- 
ment in  the  cast  four  weeks.  In  the  current  week,  which  represented  the  tenth 
consecutive  one  in  which  the  relief  load  decreased,  1,645,449  persons  received 
unemployment  relief  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  net  decrease  in  the  relief  rolls  during  this  ten-week  period  of 
decline,  over  98,000  persons,  represented  a reduction  of  5.6  per  cent  from 
the  number  of  persons  receiving  relief  on  April  13th  when  the  decline  in  case 
load  began. 

During  the  present  week  12,402  applications  for  relief  were  received,  591 
less  than  in  the  preceding  week.  A net  decrease  of  2,140  in  the  number  of  re- 
lief families  was  due  to  the  opening  of  10,038  cases  and  the  closing  of  12,178 
cases.  Tr.e  number  of  cases  opened  decreased  about  700,  probably  in  response 
to  the  decline  in  relief  applications  during  the  last  two  weeks.  In  direct  re- 
lief, a decline  of  over  3,500  cases  was  shown , whereas  the  number  of  work  re- 
lief cases  increased  from  41,008  to  42,403. 

In  the  week  ending  June  22nd,  the  number  of  persons  working,  41,327, 
earned  $653,529.28.  Expenditures  for  work  relief  in  this  week,  which  applied 
to  ' ork  done  in  previous  'reeks,  amounted  to  $717,423.10.  Direct  relief  ex- 
penditures were  $2,961,092.34  in  the  current  we ck.  Total  expenditures  for 
direct  and  work  relief  amounted  to  $3,678,515.44  in  the  week  ending  June  22nd. 
Txie  average  weekly  grant  to  direct  relief  cases  totaled  $7.52  during  the  week 
and  that  received  by  work  relief  cases  was  $13.18.

The  relief  load  and  the  number  of  relief  applications  both  showed  further  declines 
for  the  week  ending  June  £9,  1935.  At  the  end  of  that  week,  there  were  1,632,064  per- 
sons receiving  unemployment  relief  in  Pennsylvania;  approximately  13,000  less  than  the 
number  one  week  earlier* 

This  weekly  shrinkage  in  the  relief  rolls,  the  third  largest  this  year,  reflected 
recent  declines  in  the  number  of  applications  for  relief  aid.

WEEKLY  RELIEF  APPLICATIONS  REACH  NEW  LOW  FOR  YEAR 


Unemployment  relief  offices  throughout  the  State  received  only  10,488  applica- 
tions for  assistance  during  the  first  week  in  July.  This  was  approximately  2,50C 
less  than  the  average  weekly  number  during  June  and  represents  a new  low  for  the 
year. 

Reflecting  the  decline  in  applications,  the  number  of  relief  cases  opened 
was  only  8,698,  while  the  number  of  cases  closed  was  11,590,  making  a net  decline 
in  case  load  of  approximately  2,900  families,  or  more  than  16,000  persons. 

A total  of  430,668  cases,  made  up  of  1,615,822  persons,  remained  on  the  relief 
rolls  July  6,  The  steady  downward  trend  in  relief,  which  has  been  evident  since 
April,  has  now  reduced  the  State’s  relief  population  to  a point  128,000  below  the 
seasonal  peak  of  1,743,000  reached  just  three  months  ago. 

Declining  with  the  drop  in  case  load,  total  expenditures  for  direct  relief 
and  work  relief  (including  non-relief  payrolls)  during  the  week  ending  July  6, 
amounted  to  $3,599,757.32  - the  lowest  weekly  relief  expenditure  in  1935,  Approx- 
imately one  fifth  of  the  cost  of  relief  was  attributable  to  the  Work  Relief  Program, 
or  a total  of  $717,159.56.  The  cost  of  direct  relief  was  $2,882,468.32.

Robert  L.  Johnson,  Relief  Administrator,  State  Emergency  Relief 
Administration,  yesterday  made  another  appeal  to  the  public  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  asking  for  definite  information  about  persons  illegally  on  relief 
rolls. 

"We  cannot  know  everything  that  is  going  on  in  the  families  of  the 
429,122  persons  on  the  relief  rolls,"  Mr.  Johnson  said.  "No  matter  how  thorough 
our  investigators  may  be,  there  is  always  a chance  that  they  have  overlooked,  or 
been  misled,  on  a point  which  may  be  common  knowledge  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood. 

"It  is  essential  that  individuals  and  persons  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania who  are  interested  in  a fair  Relief  Administration  report  to  the  relief 
organization  any  and  all  cases  of  apparent  irregularity.  These  complaints  are 
immediately  followed  up,  and  in  some  cases,  result  in  additional  information  which 
is  valuable  to  us. 

"The  things  we  are  most  interested  in  are:  l)  The  granting  of  relief 

funds  to  persons  who  have  incomes  from  work  or  private  resources;  2)  granting 
funds  in  excess  of  a person's  needs,  and  3)  the  granting  of  relief  funds  to 
persons  who  have  opportunity  to  work  and  be  self-supporting  and  who  refuse  to  do 
so. 

"We  want  information  in  all  three  of  these  groups,  but  especially  in 
the  third.  We  have  no  means  of  telling  when  persons  have  been  offered  jobs.  It 
is  the  duty  of  the  person  offering  a job  to  report  all  refusals. 

"It  is  not  necessary  that  the  complaints  be  signed.  A recent  investiga- 
tion showed  that,  of  the  complaints  received  which  resulted  in  additional  informa- 
tion, 6Q%  were  anonymous. 

"This  may  be  interpreted  as  saying  that  the  Relief  Administration  is 
asking  for  complaints.  We  are.  Wo  are  asking  the  public  in  Pennsylvania  to 
cooperate  in  cases  where  there  is  suspected  chiseling  or  where  persons  have  been 
offered  work  in  private  industry  and  have  refused  because  they  prefer  the  leisure 
afforded  them  by  the  relief  rolls.

•’There  is  a danger  that  persons  will  be  dropped  off  relief  rolls  for 
refusal  to  work  when  the  compensation  offered  was  inadequate  or  the  porson  un- 
suited to  the  job.  Every  person  suspected  of  having  refused  work  has  tho  oppor- 
tunity to  appear  before  a Review  Committee  of  three  to  determine  whether  or  not  ho 
should  have  taken  the  job.  Unless  the  Review  Committee  is  unanimous  in  its 
decision  against  the  relief  recipient,  he  stays  on  Direct  Relief.  In  no  case 
will  a porson  be  dropped  before  appearing  before  the  connittee,  unless  he  refuses 
to  do  so.”

SHARP  RISE  IN  UNEMPLOYMENT  RELIEF  APPLICATIONS 


The  week  ending  July  20  was  marked  by  a sharp  rise  in  applications  for 
unemployment  relief,  the  total  of  18,616  being  the  .largest  number  in  any  week 
since  January.  The  increase  over  the  preceding  week  was  approximately  3,600, 
and  may  be  axtributed  at  least  partly  to  an  increased  number  of  applications 
from  persons  seeking  to  establish  ’’relief  eligibility”  for  employment  under 
the  new  Works  Progress  Administration. 

The  seasonal  decline  in  case  load,  which  has  been  evident  each  week 
since  mid-April,  continued  between  July  15  and  20,  but  at  a slower  pace  in 
contrast  with  previous  weeks.  The  number  of  cases  opened  was  12,464  and  the 
number  closed  was  13,218,  making  a net  decrease  of  754  cases. 

A total  of  428,367  cases,  made  up  of  1,605,561  persons,  remained  on  the 
relief  rolls  July  20. 

Expenditures  during  the  week  for  direct  relief  and  work  relief  (including 
non-reliof  payrolls)  amounted  to  $3,712,917.17.  Despite  a drop  of  2,276  in 
the  number  of  work  relief  cases,  expenditures  for  this  program  totaled 
$711,418.14  - an  increase  of  approximately  $34,000  over  the  previous  week 
due  to  payments  of  past  excess  earnings  to  workers  leaving  the  relief  rolls. 
Direct  relief  expenditures  for  the  week  increased  slightly  to  a total  of 
$3,001,499.03  in  response  to  a net  increase  of  approximately  1,500  direct 
relief  cases. 

Tables  and  charts  showing  relief  trends  in  recent  months,  together  with 
a complete  statistical  report  by  counties  for  the  week  ending  July  20,  are
